Damp Basements Destructive 
To Home; There Are Remedies 


A damp basement can do more 


harm to a house than years of 
weathering or a generation of wear 
and tear. It can cause dry rot ci 
j v i t a 1 structural members. It 
w-'breeds mildew. It is destructive to 


valuable equipment—furnace, laun- 
dry machines and other meta; 
work. And it deprives a household- 
er of the use of Indispensable stor- 
age space. 


The most economical and effec- 


tive steps toward a permanently 
dry basement can be taken when 
a house is being built. But don't 
give up hope if you're not in the 


^-.market for a new house. There are 
*many practicable 
remedies for 


damp basements. 


There are three major forms of 


basement dampness: Condensation, 
capillary action and outright leak- 
age. 


Condensation is probably the 


most common offender and usual- 
ly the easiest to combat. It is 
Caused when moist warm 
air 


touches a cold surface and invisible 


^Jvapor suddenly condenses to water. 


This is illustrated by that old 
standby—the glass of ice water 
sweating in the summertime. 
* * « 


Heating 
and ventilating 
are 


sometimes enough to overcome 
condensation. The heat raises the 
capacity of the air to take up and 
hold water. It can warm the wall 
surface above the dew point. Then 
ventilation, in dry weather, can re- 


Atnove the moist air. 


Sometimes an uninsulated water 


heater will provide enough heat 
In the basement in summer to pre- 
vent condensation. But it's impor- 
tant to have all fuel-burning heat- 
ers vented into the chimney, be- 
cause of moisture added to the air 
through the process of combustion. 
Natural gas seems to hold all hon- 
ors in tlus moisture-making busi- 
ness. 


A 
• • • 


The only trouble with ventila- 


tion is that it depends on outdoor 
humiidty. In wet weather it doesn't 
help much. But normally it is ef- 
fective, because more moisture is 
created in the average house than 
outside air contains. Clothes dry- 
ers and even laundry hanging on 
lines in a basement send all the 
water in the wet wash into the air, 
increasing the humidity. So during

It can be used only once, though. 
When liquified it must be disposed 
of where it cannot injure concrete 
or any vegetation. It corrodes iron, 
so flush it well when emptying it 
down drains. 


Lithium chloride is used like 


calcium chloride. 


Silica gel has the advantage of 


re-use. Heating the gel drives off 
the water and restores the ab- 
sorption quality. Some mechanical 
dehumidifiers employ silica gel by 
discharging the heated moisture 
through a vent to the outdoors.

An Air Force 'Voted' Is Far 
From an Air Force in Being 


When President Truman's budget appears in January, it 
is expected to call for a 143-group air force, substantially 
greater than the presently authorized 95 groups. 


There is little doubt that congress will authorize this new 
goal But it is important for the American public to remem- 
ber that, for a long time, it will be only a goal, not a reality. 
The people dare not slip into a mood of complacency induced 
by the thought that the votes of congress have automatically 
assured them a great striking air arm. 


The way is long between the establishment of goals and 


the delivery of finished aircraft for operational use. Gen- 
eral Bradley, chairman of the joint chiefs of staff, recently 
reminded that "six to nine years are required to design, test 
and produce an aircraft which can survive and win in modern 
aerial combat" 
* 
• • • 


Thirty-one of the planned additional 48 groups would 


be combat wings. Of the 31, some 20 are scheduled as either 
tactical aircraft or fighters, fighter-bombers and light bomb- 
ers. Strategic bombers like the B-47 and B-52 jets, plus some 
reconnaissance units, would make up the other 11 wines. 
* 
» 
» 


The B-47 is hi production but is not yet available for 
operational use. Bottlenecks and certain mechanical "bugs" 
have delayed deliveries. This aircraft is heavily relied on 
by the strategic air command, especially since the Korean 
war has indicated the vulnerability of motor-driven planes 
like the B-29 and B-36 to jet interceptors in daylight raids. 


- The huge B^52 thus far has been produced only in proto- 


type, and is only now beginning to undergo tests. It win be 
many months before this ship can be delivered in quantity, 
assuming it proves out hi test. 


The United States has several fighter planes of which 


it is reasonably proud. But the superior qualities of the Rus- 
sian MIG's, demonstrated hi Korea, show that we must push 
ahead swiftly to develop new and even better types. 


Right now we do not have anything resembling a real 
tactical force. The projected expansion hi this phase of mili- 
tary aviation is perhaps the most vita^ envisioned. But, inevi- 
tably, much experiment in plane types and operational tech- 
niques will have to accompany any increase* in tactical 
activity.

On top of all the normal lags that can be anticipated hi 


developing new planes, today we face certain special handi- 
caps which magnify our difficulties. Materials, tools and 
aviation industry manpower are short. Particularly, is there 
pressing need for more engineers and technicians. Even if 
wej&ould have settled on all the major plane types we want, 
bottlenecks might easily delay realization of our goals for 
yean.

TIME FOR A TAFFY PULL 


Probably the best thingt hat can be used to get the family in the 


holiday spirit is an old-fashioned taffy pulL Lota of friendliness and 
warmth can be created among friends by using the medium of a taffy 
pull. 


One of the things *o look for in cooking taffy is to cook to the 


soft crack stage. This means that when the syrup is dropped into ice 
water, the syrup separates into threads which are hard but not brittle. 


If you use a candy thermometer, the syrup is cooked to a temper- 


ature of 272 8F. 


A white taffy recipe is two cups 
€ 


sugar, % cup light corn syrup, 
cup water, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 


The sugar, corn syrup and water 


»re all combined and cooked until 
small amount of mixture will 
crack as mentioned above—or 272° 
F. are reached. Turn onto greased 
platter and let stand until cool 
enough to handle. Pull candy, 
using tips of fingers, until it is 
firm, white and porous. Stretch 
out into long rope, twist slightly 


tablespoons butter and one tea- 
spoon vanilla. 


Measure puffed rice into shallow 


pan and heat in a 350 degree oven 
10 minutes; pour cereal into large 
greased bowl. 


Combine syrup, salt and vinegar 


in a sauce pan and cook until a 
few drops in cold water form a 
soft ball. (This is 238 degrees on 
the candy thermometer.) 


Remove this syrup from heat, 


add vanilla and butter and blend; 
Pour this cooked syrup over the 
puffed rice and mix quickly. 


With greased hands shape into 


one inch balls; string on a thread 
with gum drops between for 
Christmas garland. This mixture 
could also be formed into other 
holiday shapes. 


Popcorn may also be used here 


instead 
cracker 


of 
puffed 


jack into 


rice. Pack 
a one inch 


layer pan that is well greased — 
cut out in small cubes and string 
as suggested above. 


Hints for Holiday Time 


Surround the holiday fowl with 


a garnish of bright red crab- 
apple pickles and green grapes 
(cut in tiny bunches.) Or use 
cinnamon apples. 


For a bright Christmas red 


frosting on those cookies — use red 
coloring plus a tiny amount of 
yellow. To make a desirable 
Christmas green color in frosting 
— add green coloring plus a small 
amount of blue. 


Christmas is often the season 


when the cooky press is put to 
use. Be sure to hold press up-right 
while using it, until the dough 
appears at edge of mold. Then lift 
the press slowly away. Always use 
a pliable dough. If the dough be- 
comes warm, chill it slightly, 
However, if dough crumbles from 
cooky press, it means it is too 
cold. Use the Spritz recipe it is 
especially adapted to the cooky 
press. Grated nuts may be added 
to a Spritz recipe, with almonds 
being especially tasty. 
• Whenever you are rolling out 
cookie dough for patterns of 
figures with arms and legs to be 
sure to roll it somewhat thicker. 
This thicker dough reduces the 
risk of a gingerbread boy losing 
these appendages. Use your own 
designs for Christmas cookies. 
First cut out a pattern from card- 
board and then use a sharp pointed 
knife, cutting carefully around 
edges. 


There's a good supply of wal- 


nuts, filberts and pecans on hand 
during the holiday. Use them a 
lot in holiday baking. You can add 
them to any recipe. A festive holi- 
day pie crust for cream filling 
can be made by substituting finely 
ground pecans for one half the 
fat in any satisfactory plain pie 
crust. 


Nuts can also be mixed with 


cheese, dates, dried fruits or 
chopped ham for holiday buffet 
sandwiches. Roll cheese bans or 
pieces of -banans in chopped nuts, 
after dipping ^in mayonnaise.
